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The Suuday School. 





The Sunday School has continued to increase in numbers until 
there have been upon the Roll 450 Scholars. The average 
attendance has been from 300 to 400. Great interest has been 
manifested by the teachers, and to their punctuality, perseverance 
and earnestness much of the prosperity of the School is due. 
The School is largely composed of children whose parents are in 
great need,—in consequence of the almost utter impossibility of 
obtaining work. Indeed it seems strange that they endure 
so much want and suffering and live. Considering the numbers 
and the need, we have used far less money than we ought. How- 
ever we have not had it, and have been unable to obtain it. The 
children have been generous and self-denying, and have con- 
tributed to the poor $283,69. From their own scanty store of 
books,—they have brought in and given 200 volumes to the 
Mission Schovl at Vail, Iowa ;—also large numbers of their old 
and well read Sunday School papers to be sent to destitute Schools 
in other parts of the country ;—while at the same time they have 
been for some months deprived of the privilege of their own Sun- 
day School Library; it being from long and constant use worn 
out. 

A collection was taken in the Church to replenish it, resulting 
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in $97,99. For the Infant School and the poor connected with it 
the following report is given. 

The report of the Treasurer will give the amount of collections 
received from the Church, the amounts disbursed, and also the 
Missionary collection from the children. The most of this has been 


devoted to the relief of our own very poor children.

Che YJufayt School. 


The Infant School department has so steadily increased in 
numbers during’ the past year, that it seems to deserve a recogni- 
tion of its own; especially so, because in no other way, can a 
proper acknowledgment be made, of the kindly interest and 
generosity shown toward it by many members of the Congregation. 
With scarcely an exception every child in the school, belongs to the 
familes of the very poor, and must in one way or another be looked 
_ after and cared for. Each little child carries its own burden of 
want, oftentimes of sorrow, and each has a claim upon the love 
and tenderness of those who assume the responsibility of caring 
for them. Many a mother’s heart has been lightened by the 
thoughtfulness of those who have remembered these poor little 


ones, and sent clothing, always so needed, to make them comfort- 





able. It would be impossible in so brief a space to particularize, 
or even acknowledge one-half of the many parcels of new, and 


partly worn garments, that have been most thankfully received—

but the contents of each bundle have been at once appropriated to 
the wants of those, who, at the time were specially needy. About 
300 garments have been received and given to the children in the 
last eight months, for all of which grateful acknowledgment is 
made. Could half the real necessities of these children and their 
parents be known, surely many hearts would open to relieve them 
and many a thing now cast aside and comparatively worthless, be 
sent to give comfort tosome one. ‘To the generosity and kindness 
of Miss Steers in thinking of these little children, no words can do 
justice. By her own almost unaided efforts, she arranged a Fair, 
the entire proceeds of which she devoted to the wants of these 
little ones, and thus, the money was provided to buy shoes for 
many naked little feet, and many a shivering mother and child 
were warmed by the fire that her bounty supplied.

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Gudustrvial School. 


The Industrial School opened for its winter’s work, on Satur- 
day November 8d, and continued without interruption to April 
6th. It started with an attendance of 100 children, and 
rapidly increased until 251 names were entered on the books; the 
average attendance being about 200. This large imcrease over 
the number of scholars in previous years, is without doubt, 
owing to the almost universal inability of the parents to help 
themselves; the long continued business depression putting work 
out of the reach of many, who would be glad to have it to do. 
The teachers and superintendent constantly endeavored to make 
excellence in sewing the aim of each child, and to increase their 
ambition, prizes were promised to those children whose work gave 
marked evidence of improvement. On the closing day, 7 of these 
prizes were accordingly given: and in addition to these a bright 
silver dollar, the gift of Mrs. De Ryther “for the best little girl 
in school” was also awarded. During the winter there have been 
made and given to the children 474 garments—all of these, (with 
the exception of 59 pieces for the sewing of which the Ladies of 
the Employment Society, to whom our thanks are due, kindly 
provided) the children have made; using 304 yards of unbleached 
muslin, and 251 yards of Calico. We most gratefully acknow- 


ledge the following donations.

The Employment Society resumed its work on the first Wed- 
nesday in December, and continued for seventeen weeks. Dur- 
ing this period thirty-nine women were employed and six hundred 
(600) garments made, for which a liberal compensation was given; 
thus aiding thirty-nine (39) families in their struggle with the 
hardships common to the winter months. More women might 
have been employed, but it was thought better to limit the number 
that the work might continue through the season.

The Diet Kitchen re-opened on the 5th day of November 
1877, and continued its work until May 1578. The sick who re- 
ceived aid were sent from the dispensary, attached to the Church. 
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Each applicant presented an order signed by the attending phy- 
_ sician. 
From November until May, seventeen hundred and forty-five 
(1745) orders have been filled. 
_ The following articles have been supplied by the members of 
the Association. 


Soup, 110 gallons, Alkathrepta, 6 boxes, 
Milk, 250 gallons, Tea, 10 pounds, 
Eggs, 226 dozen, .

Second Anunuuwl Report of the Pree 
Labor Burveaw. 





Iris with great pleasure, we submit the second report of the 
Free Labor Bureau ; feeling sure, that those kind enough to assist 
us, in any way, last winter, will feel repaid and eratified with the 
following report of this very practical charity. 

The Bureau was opened November Ist, and closed May Ist 
During this time, we entered three hundred and eighty-one names 
(381) finding work for more than one hundred (100.) The greater 
number of these cases were investigated by the ladies in charge, 
who were faithful in their efforts to assist the worthy. So many 
cases of real distress and suffering were constantly brought before 
us, for whom it was impossible to find work, and for whom there 
seemed no relief, that it was decided to start a fund, to be used in 
cases of temporary distress. For this purpose, an entertainment 
was given last winter, at the house of Mr. ED. Tappen, and to 
him, and to all those who so generously assisted us, we are indebted, 
for the sum of two hundred and five dollars, which has enabled us 
to carry on our work of investigation, and to assist those, who 
through sickness and suffering were unfit for work. In one or two 
instances, money has been loaned to these poor people, who 


repaid us, as soon as employment was found for them; but the 


sce Nia 
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greater amount has been spent, for those too old or ill to work. 
Above the amount used, last winter, the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars has been placed in the bank, to be used in cases where 
‘instant relief is necessary, and work is impossible. We desire 
to express here our thanks to all who were kind enough to assist 
us last winter, trusting that they will remember us during the 


coming year.

It was resolved to form an Associa- 
tion for the encouragement and support of a Kindergarten, and 
for the developement of greater interest in nursery education

It was also thought best that the children should have before re- 


‘turning home after their lessons, a dinner,—and a lady of our con- 
gregation at once kindly undertook its supply during the three 
spring months. Officers for the Association were then elected. 
Mrs. Herter as President, Mrs. Hoffman as Secretary, and Mrs. 
O’Hara as Treasurer; and pledges were given of monthly sub- 
‘scriptions in aid of the work. 

Active steps were at once taken to secure the services of a 
proper Kindergartner, ani all necessary preparations being com- 
pleted, the work was opened on the 11th of March, 1878, with 17

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prompt and regular attendance, their self denying faithfulness, and 
sympathetic interest have contributed invaluable aid to its success. 


The blessing on the work sought at its inception has never 
failed us, the number of our children doubled before May, and 
has not diminished by death; nor has any epidemic illness through 
which so often systematic work among the poor, especially chil- 
dren, is hindered, even temporarily interfered with ours. Every 
school-day nearly thirty children, from three to seven years of age 
assembled promptly and with a noticeable improvement week by 
week in conduct and regularity, and in cleanliness of appearance, 
to receive the physical, mental and moral training of Freebel’s 
child-garden, Frequently in good weather the Kindergarten ad- 
journed to the Central Park for the session under the care of the 
Kindergartner and her assistants, ‘The influence of the system 
has not been confined to the four walls of the school-room, nor 
to the children alone;—it has entered into their homes in the in- 
creased capability of the children for the happy and improving oc- 
cupation of their child hours, and the amusement of those younger 
than themselves, so customarily left to the charge of the elder 
child, earning thus, for our Kindergarten, the approbation of the 
parents. We could read this in the improved promptness and 
appearance in the children, to which the parents must have contri- 
buted, and we saw it in the pleased faces and heard it from the 
lips of those parents, whom we gathered, as many as could ¢ome, 
with their children at the closing of the Kindergarten, on the 27th 
of June, 1878, to see for themselves the exercises and learn the 
influences surrounding their little ones. Kind hearts provided for 
that occasion a plentiful supply of ice cream and cake and the 
little scholars departed for the summer improved in mind and body 
and surely too in soul. 

That the system of the Kindergarten is especially adapted to 
the poor, and can fill the great need existent, of a moral training 
more effective than the hour of a Sunday School; the work of the 
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Spring of 1878, has unmistakably shown. Had our force of 
assistants been larger we could have multiplied our numbers. 
The system itself however will bear very different fruit according 
to its exponent, and we desire to express here to Miss Van Wag- 
enen, our appreciation of the thorough mastery of the system, the 
native sympathy with childhood, and the faithfal devotion to her 
work, which in the person of our Kindergartner has made our 
work a success. 

We would acknowledge the kindness with which our Sexton 
provided during the month of June, the cooking and serving of the 
children’s dinner. 

In conclusion we see in the past, good reasons for continuing 
the Kindergarten in the future, aud heartily commend it to the 
congregation as worthy of their encouragement and support, in its 
present condition, and for enlargement in the future.
